Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I  submit  a  final  profit  and 
loss  statement,   and  balance  sheet,  for  the  Salem  Water  Department 
for  the  year  ending  1961.     Due  to  the  installation  of  our  new  account- 
ing system,  we  might  add  that  this  is  the  first  time  a  final  financial 
statement  has  been  presented  for  a  fiscal  year  in  recent  years.     It  is, 
of  course,   presented  in  order  that  you  may  have  more  information  for 
budget  consideration,   and  for  public  information. 

You  can  see  from  the  profit  and  loss  statement  that  after  all 
operating  expenses  were  met,   and  $23,  000  was  set  aside  for  deprecia- 
tion,  the  system  made  a  profit  of  $2,  858.57.    Water  sales  for  the  year 
increased  from  $64,  443. 11  in  1960  to  $83,  045.  38  in  1961.     This  in- 
crease comes  from  the  additional  water  available  due  to  the  construc- 
tion program,   and  from  the  increase  in  the  rate.    All  bills  have  been 
paid. 

Also  indicated  by  the  Balance  Sheet,   there  has  been  an  increase 
of  $514,  927.67  in  the  assets  of  the  system,   from  $795,  825.51  in  1960 
to  $1,  310,  753. 18.     This  is  the  increase  brought  about  by  building 
assets  and  pipe  contributed  by  subdividers.    Also,   there  is  a  net  re- 
duction in  the  $53,  943.  68  deficit  from  prior  years. 

Work  will  continue  to  make  the  system  more  efficient.     The 
chlorine  contact  chamber  will  shortly  be  in  operation  to  help  supply 
better  quality  water.     Pipe  will  be  cleaned  under  contract  from  the 
Pumping  Station  to  Salem  Depot  and  thence  to  the  center,   and  cement 
lined,  this  spring.     This  contract  will  be  bid  and  awarded  soon. 

The  Water  Department  is  now  in  sound  financial  condition,   as 
shown  on  the  attached  statements.     It  is  hoped  that  continued  progress 
can  be  made  to  solve  our  many  remaining  problems.

The  trustees  of  the  Salem  Public  Library  are  asking  an  appropriation  this  year 
of  $9120  of  which  $500  is  for  a  reserve  for  the  roof  and  is  non-recurring. 

The  increases  in  each  section  are  as  follows: 

Salaries  -     increase  $1, 550 

To  cover  the  cost  of  opening  the  library  from  2  P.M.  to  9  P.M. 
daily  and  from  9  A.M.  to  5  P.M.  Saturdays. 

Books    -         increase  $1, 560 

To  allow  the  librarians  not  only  to  add  current  literature  but  to 
provide  many  of  the  back  books  to  our  shelves  which  were  not 
purchased  and  are  good  literature  and  are  deemed  by  the  State 
and  the  librarians  to  be  worthy  of  stocking. 

Maintenance    -     increase  $260 

Increased  partly  due  to  increased  hours  of  service  and  to 
allow  us  to  formalize  our  maintenance  program  with  a 
part-time  janitor  for  2  hours  per  day.     Much  of  the  main- 
tenance is  done  now  by  the  trustees. 

Fuel  -  increase  $500 

Telephone    -         Increase  due  to  hours  of  service  and  price  increases  the 

Lights  last  3  years. 

Water 


Supplies    -    increase  $150 

Increased  due  to  expected  larger  book  collection. 

Reserve  for  Roof   -    increase  $500 

Non-recurring  as  noted  above.

Public  Library.    We  feel  it  has  been  a  successful  year. 

The  facilities  at  the  library  have  been  improved  by  the  addition  of 
two  (2)  sets  of  shelves;  one  on  the  North  wall  for  History  and  Biogra- 
phies and  one  on  the  South  wall  for  Reference  Books  and  Encyclopedias. 
The  magazine  rack  was  relocated  to  the  desk  in  front  and  a  new  rack 
was  installed  for  papers.

Dear  Sirs: 

During  the  past  year,    the  department  continued  our  in-force  training  program. 
The  Law  Enforcement  Manual  was  reviewed  and  all  of  the  officers  attending  were  re- 
quired to  take  a  written  examination.    The  result  of  this  test  provided  the  Town 
authorities  with  an  eligible  list  for  appointment  to  permanent  officer  and  one  vacancy 
in  the  rank  of  Sergeant, 

Several  of  our  permanent  officers  attended  a  special  course  in  identification 
and  fingerprinting  conducted  by  the  F.B.I,  and  all  of  our  permanent  force  attended 
the  lecture  on  Search  and  Seizure,  for  clarification  of  a  recent  decision  of  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court. 

T r affic  Control  and  Pedestrian  Safety 

Our  recently  activated  records  division  has  prepared  a  visual  chart  on  all 
Motor  Vehicle  accidents  reported  to  the  department.     An  analysis  of  this  chart 
indicates  a  total  of  393  accidents,   including  (4)  four  fatalities,   two  of  whom  were 
pedestrians.     About  32  per  cent  of  the  accidents  were  reported  to  have  occurred 
on  Route  28, 

When  we  consider  a  report  issued  by  the  New  Hampshire  Highway  Department 
relative  to  a  traffic  count  on  Route  28  during  the  month  of  July  1961,   in  which  over 
(18,  000)  eighteen  thousand  motor  vehicles  traversed  this  highway  each  day,  we  must 
realize  the  problem  that  must  be  dealt  with  in  1962  and  for  many  more  years  to 
come.     In  order  to  improve  the  safety  factors  on  the  movement  of  traffic  on  Route 
28,   Route  97  and  Route  111,   I  recommend  that: 

1.  The  State  Highway  Department  re-appraise  the  traffic  flow  on  Route  28, 
from  the  Methuen  Line,   northerly  to  the  Windham  Line  for  the  purpose 
of  re-establishing  the  speed  limit  at  various  points  on  the  highway  and 
to  erect  sufficient  signs,   denoting  proper  speed  in  certain  areas, 

2.  That  the  Highway  Department  provide  traffic  control  signals  at 
Route  28  and  Hampshire  Road  and  Lawrence  Road, 

Route  28  and  Kelly  Road,   Route  28  and  Cluff  Road, 
Route  28  and  Route  111,   North  Broadway, 
Route  97  at  School  and  Bridge  Streets. 

3.  We  should  initiate  a  program  of  replacing  the  present  Street  lighting 
on  Route  28  with  adequate  lighting,    particularly  at  the  various  inter- 
sections and  heavily  populated  urban  areas.     Several  of  the  inter- 
sections and  much  of  the  area  is  entirely  without  street  lighting  of 
any  kind. 

Interstate  Route    93 

With  the  present  terminus  of  this  route  at  the  Pelham  Road  interchange,   I 
anticipate  the  need  for  a  traffic  officer  during  the  svimmer  months  to  reduce  traffic 
congestion.     Many  of  the  motorists  will  travel  north  on  Policy  Street  to  by-pass 
the  Depot  area. 
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It  is  probable  that  a  new  section  of  the  road  may  be  opened  to  Route  111  A, 
late  in  the  fall  but  this  traffic  will  be  directed  East  on  Route  111  and  we  will  have 
to  contend  with  this  congestion  at  the  intersection  of  Route  111  and  Route  28,   on 
North  Broadway.     We  do  not  anticipate  any  appreciable  relief  until  the  summer 
of  1963.

During  the  year  1961,   the  Salem  Fire  Department  responded  to  331 
alarms,   209  still  and  122  box  alarms,   an  increase  of  6  alarms  over 
1960.     The  fire  loss  for  the  year  1961  amounted  to  $60,  904.00  compared 
with  a  loss  of  $34,  390.  00  for  1960.    Approximately  one-half  of  the  total 
fire  loss  occurred  during  a  three -week  span  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 
The  fire  department  also  provided  manpower  for  140  emergency  ambulance 
calls  during  1961.

The  new  750 -gallon  pumper  arrived  in  October,  1961,  and 
satisfactorily  passed  all  tests  required  by  the  New  Hampshire 
Board  of  Fire  Underwriters.  This  pumper  is  stationed  at  the 
Central  Station  and  Engine  II  has  been  transferred  to  the  North 
Salem  Station,  thereby  meeting  the  insurance  requirements  for 
North  Salem.  All  apparatus  is  in  excellent  operating  condition 
at  this  time.  The  main  deficiency  at  this  time  is  the  amount  of 
hose  on  hand. 

The  Salem  Kiwanis  Club  donated  a  squad  car  to  the  depart- 
ment for  resusciatator  and  other  emergency  aid  calls.     The  Salem 
Lions  Club  donated  a  Scott  Sling  Air  Pak  which  is  used  at  fires 
where  smoke  is  intense. 

During  the  past  year,   both  fire  companies  engaged  in  a 
series  of  training  and  drill  sessions.     These  sessions  are  de- 
signed to  teach  new  fire -fighting  techniques  and  to  increase  effi- 
ciency in  the  use  of  present  equipment  and  apparatus. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  recommendations  made  in  my  last  year's 
report  be  given  serious  consideration;  namely,   additional  man- 
power and  a  new  Central  Fire  Station.     I  would  also  like  to 
recommend  that  some  thought  be  given  to  the  erection  of  a  sub- 
station and  formation  of  a  fire  company  in  the  South  Salem  area 
in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

The  Department  wishes  to  thank  the  citizens  of  the  town  for 
their  continued  interest  and  support.  We  extend  an  invitation  to 
you  to  visit  our  two  stations  at  any  time.

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Comparative  Statements  of  Appropriations  and  Expenditures  -  Estimated  and 
Actual  Revenues":    (Exhibits  A -3  &  A -4) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,   es- 
timated and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,    1961,   are 
presented  in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.    As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit 
A-4),   a  revenue  surplus  of  $32,  909.40,   plus  a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appro- 
priations of  $23,  889.  86,   resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $56,  799.  26.

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,   1961,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform  classi- 
fication of  accounts,   is  included  in  Exhibit  B-1.

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Attention  is  again  called  to  Chapter  35,  Section  9,  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated,  relative  to  the  investment  of  Capital  Reserve  Funds,  which 
provides  as  follows: 

"35:9    Investment.     The  moneys  in  each  such  fund  shall  be 
kept  in  a  separate  account  and  not  intermingled  with  other 
funds  of  said  municipality.     Said  capital  reserve  fund  shall 
be  invested  only  by  deposit  in  some  savings  bank  or  in  the 
savings  department  of  a  national  bank  or  trust  company  in 
this  state,   or  in  bonds,   notes  or  other  obligations  of  the 
United  States  government,  or  in  bonds  or  notes  of  this 
state  and  when  so  invested  the  trustees  hereinafter  named 
shall  not  be  liable  for  the  loss  thereof.    Any  interest  earned 
or  capital  gains  realized  on  the  moneys  so  invested  shall 
accrue  to  and  become  a  part  of  the  fund.     Deposits  in  banks 
shall  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  town,   district  or  county 
which  holds  the  same  as  a  reserve,  and  it  shall  appear 
upon  the  book  thereof  that  the  same  is  a  capital  reserve 
fund.  " 

Therefore,   only  the  funds  deposited  in  the  Amoskeag  Savings  Bank 
and  the  Manchester  Savings  Bank,   are  invested  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  law  as  herein  cited.     The  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  would  be  liable  for  any 
loss  sustained  as  a  result  of  the  other  investments  of  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Conclusion: 


The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that  the 
summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  of  this  report 
shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Salem  for  their 
assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

The  following  subdivisions  were  approved  by  the  Salem  Planning  Board  in  the 
year  1961; 

George  Merrill  -  Extension  of  School  Street 
Raymond  DeMartino  -  Wilson  Farms,  Section  #2 
Gerard  A.  Bauters  -  Extension  of  Marie  Avenue 
Maurice  Shaw  -  Glen  Denin  Drive 
Guy  L.  Ackerman  -  Extension  of  Ackerman  Street 
Guy  L.  Ackerman  -  Linwood  Terrace  Section 

The  above  subdivisions  represented  162  lots  with  site  improvements  for 
streets  and  drainage  approximating  $61,034. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  in  1961  the  sum  of  $7900.00  was  appropriated  for  the 
Planning  Board  to  enter  into  a  master  planning  program.     With  the  aid  of  Miss  Mary 
Louise  Hancock,  Director  of  the  New  Hampshire  Planning  and  Development  Commission, 
matching  federal  funds  were  secured.     In  September  1961  the  New  Hampshire  Planning 
and  Development  Commission  signed  the  contract  with  the  James  W.  Sewall  Company. 
The  first  report  was  submitted  to  the  Salem  Planning  Board  in  October  1961.    As  of 
the  first  of  February  four  surveys  covering  the  following  topics  had  been  submitted 
to  the  Planning  Board  for  study: 

Population  Study 

Existing  Land  Use  Study  and  Analysis 
Building  and  Enviromental  Conditions 
Physiography  and  Natural  Resources 

The  major  portions  of  all  these  reports  have  been  published  in  local  news- 
papers.    By  May  1962  this  first  phase  of  the  project  will  have  been  completed,   and 
we  will  enter  into  the  second  phase  of  establishing  definite  objectives  for  the  future 
development  of  the  community.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Woodbury -Central  School  in  said  district 
on  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,   1962,  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  morning  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  School  District  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  or  Officers 
chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

3.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation  to  any  subject 
embraced  in  this  Warrant. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  appropriate  for  the 
support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application 
against  said  appropriations  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the 
State  equalization  fund  together  with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the 
selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which 
balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

5.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  school  board  to  make  application 
for  and  to  receive,  in  the  name  of  the  district,   such  advances  grants-in-aid  or. 
other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from 
Federal,  State,  local  or  private  Agencies. 

6.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  hold  the  election  of  School  District 
officials  at  the  same  time  and  at  the  same  place  as  the  election  of  Town  officials. 

7.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  name  the  Number  Nine  School  the  Mary 
W.  Foss  School,  in  honor  of  Mary  W.  Foss,  who  taught  at  that  school  continuously 
for  thirty-three  years. 

8.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  revise  the  Salary  Schedule  for  teachers 
adopted  at  the  March,   1961  meeting,  by  striking  our  "Each  teacher  shall  receive  the 
amount  indicated  by  his  position  on  the  salary  schedule"  and  insert  the  following: 
Each  teacher  shall  be  limited  to  a  maximum  raise  of  $250  annually,   except  those 
teachers  who  have  been  off  schedule  due  to  credit  deficiencies.

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Salem,   in  the  County  of  Rockingham  in  said 
State,    qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Ackerman  Hall,   in  said  Town,   on  Tuesday 
the  thirteenth  day  of  March  next,   at  ten  (10:00  A.M. )  in  the  forenoon,   to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.        To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.        By  request  of  Elmer  Bussey  and  others:  to  vote  on  the  following  question, 
"Do  you  favor  the  continuation  of  the  Town  Manager  Plan  as  now  in  force 
in  this  town?  " 

Article  3.        By  request  of  the  Salem  Taxpayers  Association:  to  vote  on  the  following 
question:  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Budget  Law." 

Article  4.        To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  operation  of  the  Town:  Town 
Officers  salaries  and  expenses.  Expenses  of  Elections  and  Registration, 
Planning  Board,   Municipal  Court  and  Town  Buildings,  Damage  by  dogs. 
Ambulance,   expenses  of  the  operation  of  the  Police,   Fire  and 
Civil    Defense    Departments,     Expenses  of    the    Town    Dump    and 
Damage  by  dogs.  Ambulance,   expenses  of  the  operation  of  the  Police, 
Fire  and  Civil  Defense  Departments,   Expenses  of  the  Town  Dump  and 
Health  Department,   Summer  and  Winter  maintenance  and  general  ex- 
pense of  Town  Highways,   Street  Lighting,  Town  Poor  and  Old  Age 
Assistance,   Parks  and  Playgrounds,   Damages  and  Legal  Expense, 
Social  Security  and  Retirement  (Town's  Share),  Interest  and  other 
necessary  expenses  pertaining  to  the  operation  of  the  Town  of  Salem, 
including  the  Water  Department,   the  County  Tax,   all  such  amounts 
being  shown  in  the  posted  Town  Budget. 

Article  5.        To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 

One  million  four  hundred  twenty  thousand  dollars  ($1,  420,  000.00)  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  and  financing  a  municipal  sewage  disposal 
system,   including  sewerage,   interceptors,   pumping  stations,   treatment 
works  and  other  related  facilities  inclusive  of  land  acquisition,   ease- 
ments and  rights  of  way  as  are  required,   such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the 
issuance  of  not  exceeding  $1,420,000.00   in  bonds  under  and  in  compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (Chapter  33,  RSA  1955 
and  acts  additional  and  amendatory  thereto)  and  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest 
thereon,   and  to  take  such  other  actions  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect 
the  issuance,  negotiation,   sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds  as  shall  be 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  of  Salem,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

Article  6.        By  request  of  the  Salem  Taxpayers  Association:  To  see  if  the  Town  at 
said  meeting  will  nominate  and  elect  six  (6)  members  at  large;  two  (2) 
of  whom  shall  hold  office  for  one  (1)  year;  two  (2)  of  whom  shall  hold 
office  for  two  (2)  years;  and  two  (2)  of  whom  shall  hold  office  for  three 
(3)  years,   and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.    A 
majority  of  whom  shall  be  property  taxpayers.    Said  members  at  large, 
with  one  (1)  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  one  (1)  member 


member  chosen  by  the  School  Board  as  provided  by  the  RSA  32:2  shall 
constitute  a  Budget  Committee. 

Article  7.        To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer 
under  the  provisions  of  RSA  33:71,   1955,  to  borrow,   in  anticipation  of 
taxes,   such  sums  as  are  necessary  for  the  operations  of  the  Town,   and 
to  set  the  rate,   effect  the  issuance  of  notes,  and  to  otherwise  negotiate 
for  the  sale  of  notes  as  may  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town,   such 
notes  to  be  paid  within  the  present  fiscal  year. 

Article  8.        To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a  twelve  inch  reinforcing  and 
supply  water  main  along  Main  Street  from  Salem  Depot  Square  to  the 
Salem  Industrial  Park  on  Pelham  Road,  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$90,  000  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  accomplish  the  project. 

Article  9.        To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  establish  a 

committee  to  investigate  the  advisability  of  Salem  becoming  a  city;  to 
make  recommendations  as  to  the  form  of  city  government  Salem  should 
have;  to  hold  hearings  and  information  meetings  upon  the  subject;  and 
to  return  its  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  prior  to  November  1, 
1962,   in  order  that  the  Town  may  take  action  prior  to  the  next  legis- 
lative session. 

Article  10.      By  request  of  John  B.  Ford  and  others:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  request 
the  legislature  to  grant  Salem  a  City  Charter  to  be  presented  by  the 
Salem  Delegation,   the  form  of  the  Charter  to  be  drafted  after  oppor- 
tunity for  the  public  to  be  heard,  by  a  technical  committee  consisting 
of  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,   to  be  appointed  by  them, 
one  member  of  the  School  Committee,   to  be  appointed  by  them,   the 
Town  Manager,   one  member  of  the  Supervisors  of  the  Checklist,   to 
be  appointed  by  them,   all  members  of  Salem's  legislative  delegation, 
ex -officio,   one  member  each  of  the  Town  Republican  and  the  Town 
Democrat  Committee,   to  be  appointed  by  the  Committees,   and  all 
attorneys  who  are  residents  of  Salem  who  are  willing  to  serve. 

Article  11.      By  request  of  Elmer  E.  Bussey  and  others:    To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  repeal  Salem  Zoning  Laws  as  they  now  exist. 

Article  12.      By  request  of  Elmer  E.   Bussey  and  others:    To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  extend  present  water  system  into  North  Salem  mainly  for  fire 
protection  or  act  anything  thereto. 

Article  13.      By  request  of  Elmer  E.   Bussey  and  others:    To  see  if  the  Town  for 
taxation  purposes  vote  that  not  exceeding  75  per  cent  (75%)  of  true 
value  shall  be  taxed  in  the  Town  of  Salem. 


Article  14.      By  request  of  the  Salem  Police  Association:    To  see  if  the  Town  will 
establish  a  minimum  wage  of  $2.00  per  hour,   for  all  police  officers, 
with  an  added  increment  of  a  step  rate  increase  of  $100.00  per  year 
up  to  five  (5)  years  of  permanent  employment  for  permanent  officers, 
and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000)  to 
provide  for  this  increase. 

Article  15.  By  request  of  the  Plumbers  of  the  Town  of  Salem,  and  others;  To  see 
if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Salem  will  adopt  as  a  Plumbing  Code  for 
the  Town  of  Salem  the  National  Plumbing  Code,  being  particularly  the 
edition  of  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers,  ASA  A40.  8, 
1955,  thereof  and  the  whole  thereof,  save  and  except  such  portions  as 
are  herein  after  deleted,  modified  or  amended,  of  which  three  (3) 


copies  have  been  aind  are  now  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk,  and 
three  copies  in  the  office  of  the  Building  Inspector,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  adopted  and  incorporated  as  fully  as  if  set  out  at  length  herein, 
and  from  the  date  on  which  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect,  the  pro- 
visions thereof  shall  be  controlling  in  the  installation  and  alteration  of 
all  plumbing  therein  contained  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  Town 
of  Salem. 

SECTION  1:    TITLE  AND  SCOPE 

(a)  Title -National  Plumbing  Code.     This  ordinance  shall  be  known 
as  the  National  Plumbing  Code,  may  be  so  cited,  and  will  be  referred  to  in  this 
ordinance  as  this  code.     The  administration  and  enforcement  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  the  duty  of  a  Plumbing  Inspector  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  such  action  as 
may  be  reasonably  necessary  to  enforce  the  purposes  of  this  code. 

(b)  Scope -The  provisions  of  this  code  shall  apply  to  and  govern  plumb- 
ing as  defined  in  this  Code,   including  the  practice,   materials,   and  fixtures  used  in 
the  installation,   maintenance,   extension  and  alteration  of  all  piping,   fixtures, 
appliances,   and  appurtenances  in  connection  with  any  of  the  following:    Sanitary 
drainage  or  storm  drainage  facilities,   the  venting  system,   and  the  public  or  private 
water  supply  systems,  within  or  adjacent  to  any  building  or  other  structure,   or 
conveyance;  also  the  practice  and  materials  used  in  the  installation,   maintenance, 
extension  or  alteration  of  the  storm  water  or  sewage  system  of  any  premises  to  their 
connection  with  any  point  of  public  disposal  or  other  terminal. 

(c)  Facilities -It  is  recognized  that  certain  facilities  in  or  adjacent  to 
public  streets  are  referred  to  in  this  Code  only  a  portion  of  which  is  under  the 
ownership  or  the  control  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  building  or  premises  to 
which  this  Code  applies. 

SECTION  2:    ESTABLISHMENT  OF  OFFICE  OF  PLUMBING  INSPECTOR 

(a)  There  is  hereby  created  and  the  executive  official  in  charge  shall 
be  known  as  the  Pliunbing  Inspector. 

(b)  The  Plumbing  Inspector  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,   and 
his  appointment  shall  continue  during  good  behavior  and  satisfactory  service. 

(c)  During  the  temporary  absence  or  disability  of  the  Plumbing 
Inspector  the  appointing  authority  shall  designate  an  acting  inspector. 

SECTION  3:    QUALIFICATIONS  OF  PLUMBING  INSPECTOR 

To  be  eligible  for  appointment,  the  candidate  for  the  position  shall 
have  been  actively  engaged  in  the  plumbing  business  in  the  Town  of  Salem  for  at 
least  five  (5)  years,  and  successfully  pass  such  tests  as  may  be  set  forth  by  the 
appointing  authority  and  by  the  Plumbers  Examining  Board. 

SECTION  4:    LICENSE  REQUIRED 

(a)  Plumbers  License -No  person  shall  engage  in  the  business  of 
plumbing  in  the  Town  of  Salem,  tinless  licensed  as  a  plumber  under  the  provisions 
of  this  Code  except  as  is  provided  in  Sections  9  (b)  and  9  (c). 

(b)  Supervision  of  Work-No  individual,   firm,  partnership  or  corpora- 
tion shall  engage  in  the  business  of  installing,  repairing  or  altering  plumbing  unless 
the  plumbing  work  performed  in  the  course  of  such  business  is  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  a  licensed  plumber. 


SECTION  5:     PLUMBERS  EXAMINING  BOARD 

(a)  Board  Personnel-There  is  hereby  established  a  plumbers  examin- 
ing board  (herein  after  referred  to  as  the  board)  to  consist  of  not  fewer  than  four  (4) 
members.     One  shall  be  the  Salem  Health  Officer,   one  shall  be  the  Plumbing  Inspec- 
tor,  and  two  shall  be  plumbers  actively  engaged  in  the  business  of  plumbing  in  the 
Town  of  Salem  for  a  period  of  at  least  five  (5)  years.     Members  of  the  Board  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Selectmen  and  shall  serve  without  compensation.    When  the  Board  is 
first  organized  one  (1)  member  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  one  (1)  year,  one  (1) 
for  two  (2)  years,   one  (1)  for  three  years  and  one  (1)  for  four  (4)  years,   and  there- 
after the  appointing  authority  shall  annually  appoint  one  (1)  member  for  a  term  of 
four  (4)  years. 

(b)  Meeting  of  the  Board -The  Board  shall  hold  its  first  meeting  not 
less  than  thirty  (30)  days  following  the  adoption  of  this  Code.     Thereafter,   the  Board 
shall  meet  at  such  intervals  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  performance  of  its 
duties,  but  in  any  case,   not  less  than  twice  a  year. 

(c)  Examination  and  Certification-The  Board  shall  establish  stand- 
ards and  procedures  for  the  qualification,   examination  and  licensing  of  master 
plumbers  and  journeyman  plumbers,   and  shall  issue  an  appropriate  license  to  each 
person  who  meets  the  qualifications  therefor  and  successfully  passes  the  examin- 
ation given  by  the  Board.     The  Board  shall  keep  an  official  record  of  all  its  trans- 
actions,  which  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  public  at  any  given  time. 

(d)  Re -examination -Any  person  who  fails  to  pass  an  examination 
as  prescribed  by  the  Board  may  apply  for  re -examination  after  the  expiration  of 
ninety  (90)  days  and  upon  payment  of  the  examination  fee. 

(e)  Temporary  Permit-The  Board  may  issue  a  temporary  license 
pending  examination,   provided  the  applicant  holds  a  similar  license  from  an 
equivalent  board.     Such  permit  shall  be  valid  for  the  completion  of  one  (1)  particular 
installation  or  alteration  only. 

SECTION  6:     EXAMINATION  FEE 

Any  person  desiring  to  be  licensed  as  a  master  plumber  or  as  a 
journeyman  plumber  shall  make  written  application  to  the  Board.     Examination 
fees  for  the  nnaster  and  journeyman  licenses  shall  be  one  Dollar  ($1.00). 

SECTION  7:    EXPRIATION  AND  REVOCATION  OF  LICENSE 

(a)  Annual  Fee -All  licenses  issued  by  the  Board  shall  expire  on 
December  31st  of  the  year  in  which  issued  but  may  be  renewed  upon  payment  of 
Fifty  Cents  ($.50). 

(b)  Revocation-The  Board  may  revoke  any  license  if  obtained 
through  non-disclosure,   mis-statement,   or  misrepresentation  of  a  material  fact, 
or  if  a  penalty  has  been  imposed  upon  the  licensee  under  Section  12  of  this  Code. 
Before  a  license  may  be  revoked,   the  licensee  shall  have  notice  in  writing  enu- 
merating the  charges  against  him,   and  shall  be  entitled  to  a  hearing  by  the  Board 
not  sooner  than  five  (5)  days  from  receipt  of  the  notice.     The  licensee  shall  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  present  testimony,   oral  or  written,   and  shall  have  the  right 
of  cross  examination.    All  testimony  shall  be  given  under  oath.     The  Board  shall 
have  power  to  administer  oaths,   issue  subpoenas  and  compel  the  attendance  of 
witnesses.     The  decisions  of  the  Board  shall  be  based  upon  the  evidence  pro- 
duced at  the  hearing  and  made  part  of  the  record  thereof.    A  person  whose 
license  has  been  revoked  shall  not  be  permitted  to  apply  within  one  (1)  year  from 
date  of  revocation. 


SECTION  8:    USE  OF  LICENSEE'S  NAME  BY  ANOTHER 

No  person  who  has  obtained  a  plumber's  license  shall  allow  his 
name  to  be  used  by  another  person  either  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  permits,  or 
for  doing  business  or  work  under  the  license.     Every  person  licensed  shall  notify 
the  Board  of  the  address  of  his  place  of  business,   if  any,   and  the  name  under 
which  such  business  is  carried  on  and  shall  give  immediate  notice  to  the  Board  of 
any  change  in  either. 

SECTION  9:     PERMIT  FOR  PLUMBING  WORK 

(a)  Issuance  of  Permit -A  permit  shall  be  issued  only  to  a  licensed 
plumber,   except  as  provided  in  Section  9  (b). 

(b)  Exception-Any  permit  required  by  this  Code  may  be  issued  (1) 
to  any  person  to  do  any  work  regulated  by  this  Code  in  a  single  family  dwelling 
used  exclusively  for  living  purposes,   including  the  usual  accessory  buildings  and 
quarters  in  connection  with  such  buildings,   provided  that  person  be  the  sole  con- 
tractor for  said  dwelling,   or  (2)  to  the  owner  of  such  dwelling,   which  dwelling 
will  be  occupied  by  said  owner. 

(c)  Permit  for  Plumbing  Work-The  licensing  provisions  for  this 
Code  shall  not  apply  to  employees  of  the  public  water  supply  departments  and 
companies  for  public  sewage  departments,  when  working  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties  under  such  departments  not  to  vendors  of  new  appliances,  retail,   or 
any  employees,   when  engaged  in  connecting  such  appliances  to  an  existing  water 
supply  system  within  a  building. 

(d)  Application  for  Permit-Application  for  a  permit  for  plumbing 
work  shall  be  made  on  suitable  forms  provided  by  the  Plumbing  Inspector.  The 
application  shall  be  accompanied  by  fees  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  of  fees 
set  forth  in  Section  9  (e). 

(e)  Schedule  of  Fees 

Each  plumbing  fixture  and  waste -discharging  device  $    1.00 

New  or  reconstructed  sewer  connection  $10.00 

Construction  or  reconstruction  of  cesspool  $   1.00 

Each  water  heater  $    1.00 

Each  water -distribution  system  or  service  connection  $    1.00 

Repair  or  alteration  of  any  plumbing  system  $    1.00 

Any  permit  requiring  inspection,   minimum  fee  $   5.00 

SECTION  10:  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  PLUMBING  PERMITS 

(a)  Plans  and  Specifications -No  permit  shall  be  issued  until  plans 
and  specifications  showing  the  proposed  work  in  necessary  detail  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Plumbing  Inspector,  who  shall  determine  from  examination  of  such 
plans  and  specifications  that  they  give  assurance  that  the  work  will  conform  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Code.     If  a  permit  is  denied,   the  applicant  may  submit  re- 
vised plans  and  specifications  without  payment  of  additional  fees.     If,   in  the  course 
of  the  work,   it  is  found  necessary  to  make  any  change  from  the  plans  and  speci- 
fications on  which  a  permit  has  been  issued,   amended  plans  and  specifications 
shall  be  submitted  and  a  supplementary  permit,   subject  to  the  same  conditions 
applicable  to  original  application  for  permit,   shall  be  issued  to  cover  the  change. 

(b)  Repairs -Repairs  involving  only  the  working  parts  of  a  faucet  or 
valve,  the  clearnace  of  stoppages,  repairing  of  leaks,   or  replacement  of  defective 
faucets  or  valves  may  be  made  without  a  permit  provided  no  changes  are  made  in 
the  piping  to  the  fixtures  involved. 


SECTION  11:  ENFORCEMENT 

(a)  Inspections  and  Tests -It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Plumbing  Inspec- 
tor to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Code  and  to  make  the  inspections  and  tests 
required  thereunder. 

(b)  Right  of  Entry-The  Plumbing  Inspector  shall  prepare,  and  he 
and  his  authorized  representatives  shall  carry  sufficient  identification  and  shall 
exhibit  the  same  before  entering  any  premises  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  work 
subject  to  this  Code. 

SECTION  12:  PENALTY 

Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  Code  shall  be  punishable 
by  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  Dollars  ($50.  00)  and  his  license  may  be  revoked  by 
the  Examining  Board. 

SECTION  13:  SAVING  CLAUSE 

Nothing  in  the  Code  hereby  adopted  shall  be  construed  to  affect  any 
suit  or  proceeding  now  pending  in  any  Court,   nor  any  rights  acquired,  nor  lia- 
bility incurred,   nor  any  cause  or  causes  of  action  accrued  or  existing,  under  any 
act  or  ordinance  repealed  hereby.     Nor  shall  any  existing  right  or  remedy  of  any 
character  be  lost,   impaired  or  affected  by  this  Code. 

SECTION  14:  VALIDITY 

The  invalidity  of  any  section  or  provision  of  this  Code  shall  not 
invalidate  other  sections  or  provisions  thereof. 

SECTION  15:  INCONSISTENT  ORDINANCES  REPEALED 

Ordinances  or  parts  thereof  in  force  at  the  time  that  this  Code  shall 
take  effect  and  inconsistent  herewith,   are  hereby  repealed  as  of  the  date  of  the 
effect  of  this  Code. 

SECTION  16:  AMENDMENTS  MADE  IN  SAID  CODE 

Said  Code  is  amended  and  changed  in  the  following  respects: 
Chapter  11-1-3  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
Chapter  11-1-3  Underground  Piping  within  Buildings. 
All  drains  within  buildings,   when  under  ground,    shall  be  of  extra 
heavy  weight  and  shall  have  a  minimum  diameter  of  four  (4)  inches. 

SECTION  17:  DATE  OF  EFFECT 

This  Code  shall  take  effect  thirty  (30)  days  after  its  adoption.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

January  1962 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Salem: 

I  am  presenting  herewith  my  Sixth  Annual  Report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools 
in  Salem,    A  report  from  the  School  Board  and  the  Principal  of  Woodbury  High 
School  as  well  as  statistical  information  are  listed  separately. 

Personnel 

At  this  date  twenty-three  new  teachers  have  been  added  to  the  staff  for  this  year. 
Of  the  twenty-three,   eight  are  high  school  teachers,   seven  are  junior  high  teachers  and 
nine  are  elementary  teachers.    A  chart  with  information  about  these  teachers  is  listed 
separately. 

All  teachers  have  continued  membership  in  local,   state  and  national  professional 
organizations. 

In  the  last  four  years  we  have  hired  on  the  average  of  twenty-two  new  teachers 
each  year  in  Salem.     Our  salary  schedule  has  been  satisfactory  and  it  has  enabled  us 
to  hire  well  qualified  teachers.     I  wish  to  emphasize  however,  that  this  changeover 
each  year  makes  it  imperative  that  we  constantly  review  our  schedule  so  that  we  can 
compete  favorably  with  neighboring  communities  in  hiring  new  teachers.     The  better 
our  schedule  the  better  qualified  teachers  we  can  hire.     A  good  schedule  encourages 
our  younger  teachers  to  stay  with  us  and  rewards  our  older  teachers  for  their  many 
years  of  experience. 

Curriculum 

I  would  like  to  report  that  all  schools  continue  to  progress  in  all  phases  of  educa- 
tion.    In  the  last  few  years  we  have  made  several  additions  to  our  curriculum  and  each 
year  we  have  tried  to  improve  on  what  we  have  done.     I  believe  the  purchase  of  new 
equipment  in  science,   in  languages  and  in  machines  to  improve  our  reading  have 
proven  most  worthwhile. 

We  have  continued  our  homogeneous  grouping  in  grade  4- at  the  Fisk  School  and 
we  are  anxious  to  evaluate  the  work  of  these  pupils  as  they  progress  in  order  to  see 
how  beneficial  it  has  been. 

We  are  interested  now  in  departmentalization  in  the  intermediate  grades, 
especially  in  grades  5  and  6.    We  believe  that  the  pupils  can  make  better  progress 
when  the  teachers  can  specialize  in  one  or  two  subject  areas  rather  than  teach  all 
subjects  in  each  grade  section. 

The  Woodbury  High  School  is  a  meraber  of  the  New  England  Association  of 
Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges.     This  is  an  accrediting  association  to  which  it  is 
an  honor  to  belong.     One  of  the  prerequisites  of  membership  is  to  be  evaluated  every 
ten  years  by  a  group  of  visiting  educators.    Woodbury  High  is  to  be  evaluated  by 
May  1963.     In  conjunction  with  this  evaluation  all  elementary  teachers  as  well  have 
taken  upon  themselves  to  evaluate  their  own  schools.     This  is  a  long  range  program 
and  the  teachers  will  evaluate  their  school  facilities,   equipment,   curriculum,   sub- 
ject matter  taught,  teaching  methods  and  techniques.     They  will  use  as  guides  the 
latest  evaluative  criteria  available.     From  this  study  it  is  expected  that  recommenda- 
tions will  be  made  and  the  teachers  themselves  will  be  much  better  teachers  for  having 
worked  on  the  evaluation. 
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We  have  been  cognizant  in  the  past  of  various  trends  in  education  and  we  will 
continue  to  evaluate  each  one  and  recommend  those  for  which  we  have  need.    We 
are  hearing  more  about  teaching  machines  at  this  time.     If  we  find  that  there  are 
some  with  worthwhile  programs  then  we  may  wish  to  experiment  in  this  field  also. 

School  Needs 


Our  enrollments  continue  to  jump.     On  the  first  day  of  school  last  September  we 
had  two  hundred  fifty-one  more  pupils  than  the  previous  year.     Our  school  census 
shows  an  increase  of  four  hundred  seventy-one  persons,   ages  1  to  18,  over  the 
September  1960  figures  with  the  biggest  increase  in  the  pre -school  group.     Such  an 
increase  means  bigger  budgets  and  it  can  not  be  avoided.     Until  our  population  levels 
off  and  our  school  enrollments  become  more  stable  our  budgets  will  become  greater. 
We  need  twelve  additional  teachers  and  one  principal  for  next  year.     This  will  increase 
oursalary  item  $60,  000.  00  and  this  does  not  include  normal  salary  increments  or  any 
changes  in  the  salary  schedule. 

As  we  add  new  buildings  we  need  more  custodians  as  we  will  have  more  build- 
ings to  maintain.    As  we  add  more  children  the  cost  of  books  and  supplies  takes  a 
big  jump.     Our  transportation  item  increases.    As  we  do  more  building  the  interest 
costs  and  bond  payments  become  greater.     Next  year  the  bond  and  interest  payments 
alone  will  increase  over  $40,  000.  00.      In  fact,  the  amount  of  increase  that  the  town 
will  need  to  raise  is  contained  in  three  items  -  salaries  for  new  teachers  plus  salary 
increases,  increase  in  debt  and  interest  payments  and  additional  items  added  to  the 
budget  to  complete  the  bond  issue.     However,  most  every  item  in  the  budget  reflects 
more  children,   more  teachers  and  more  buildings. 

We  are  adding  eighteen  more  rooms  for  September  1962.  We  expect  to  have 
only  two  vacant  rooms.  We  are  eliminating  three  old  buildings,  the  old  Number  1, 
the  Number  1  Annex  and  the  old  Number  8  School. 

The  twelve  new  teachers  to  be  added  will  be  placed  as  follows:    four  in  the 
high  school,   one  in  the  junior  high,   seven  in  the  elementary  field.     Some  of  these 
placements  will  reduce  class  size  others  will  account  for  extra  sections  in  succeed- 
ing grades.     We  plan  to  add  an  art  teacher  in  the  high  school.    Art  is  the  one  subject 
area  needed  to  complete  our  accredidation  by  the  State  Department  of  Education.    We 
are  planning  on  adding  one  more  class  in  special  education.     This  year  we  have  had 
seventeen  pupils  in  the  class.     The  state  will  not  reimburse  us  above  fifteen  and 
does  not  recommend  such  large  classes.     We  have  more  pupils  than  can  be  added 
and  we  wish  to  divide  the  age  levels.     Now,   every  age  from  six  to  sixteen  is  in- 
cluded in  the  same  class. 

Our  projections  for  the  next  six  years  show  the  need  for  six  to  eight  additional 
classrooms  a  year.     This  assumes  that  the  pattern  of  the  last  few  years  will  be 
continued.     There  could  be  a  leveling -off  after  three  years  but  nevertheless  more 
classrooms  will  be  needed.    Additional  comments  will  be  made,  under  recommenda- 
tions,  on  this  subject. 

The  School  Board  has  continued  to  maintain  and  improve  existing  buildings 
and  groxmds.    A  new  parking  lot  was  completed  across  from  the  high  school  and  the 
Woodbury  High  School  Athletic  Field  was  enlarged  and  seeded.    Work  was  started  on 
the  playground  at  the  Number  9  School  in  order  to  make  that  area  more  suitable. 
Work  was  started  this  year  on  improving  the  classrooms  in  the  old  section  of  Wood- 
bury High  School.     New  floors  were  installed  on  the  first  floor.    It  is  hoped  that  the 
floors  on  the  second  floor  can  be  redone.    All  rooms  in  the  old  section  should  have 
improved  lighting.     The  accoustics  in  the  Memorial  Auditorium  in  the  High  School 
have  been  improved.     The  work  included  a  new  ceiling  and  a  special  covering  for  the 
back  wall.     It  is  hoped  that  the  new  Number  8  School  and  the  addition  to  the  Haigh 
School  will  be  completed  before  September  1,   1962.     The  contractor  hopes  to  have  it 
sufficiently  completed  by  August  25th  to  enable  all  classrooms  to  be  in  operation. 
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Investing  in  Quality  Education 

The  best  way  to  attract  good  industry  to  your  town  is  not  to  lower  taxes.    It 
is  to  have  good  schools.     Labor  supply,   land  costs,  utility  rates  and  taxes  all  take 
a  backseat  to  the  schools.    A  research  lab  is  only  as  good  as  the  men  who  work  in 
it  and  these  men  will  not  go  to  a  new  location  luiless  they  can  be  guaranteed  good 
schools  for  their  children.     Support  your  School  Board  in  their  endeavor  to  provide 
quality  education  for  your  children. 

Recommendations 

The  next  school  building  construction  in  Salem  should  be  a  jxinior  high  school. 
In  September  1962  every  classroom  in  the  Woodbury-Central  School  will  be  used 
for  grades  7-12.     There  will  be  no  additional  space  available  to  house  increased 
enrollments  in  grades  7-12.    A  junior  high  school  building  can  serve  many  purposes. 
It  could  house  increased  enrollments  in  the  elementary  grades.    In  fact,  there  is  no 
reason  why  it  may  not  house  grades  6-7  to  start  and  then  grades  5-6-7  or  grades 
6-7-8  depending  upon  the  need  or  if  the  school  population  increased  beyond  our 
present  thinking  it  could  house  grades  7-8-9.     What  I  am  saying  is  that  it  can  be 
used  to  handle  our  housing  problems  for  several  years  to  come,  with  the  most  needed 
combination  of  grades.     If  any  further  elementary  construction  is  needed 
beyond  this  project  it  could  be  by  small  additions.     For  example  the  Fisk  School  was 
constructed  so  that  a  four  room  addition  may  be  added  when  and  if  it  is  needed.     I 
would  recommend  that  we  purchase  or  take  option  on  a  site  for  such  a  building  at 
this  coming  March  meeting.     The  School  Board  and  the  Planning  Board  are  discuss- 
ing this  very  problem  and  some  proposals  may  be  forthcoming.     It  is  imperative  that 
we  have  the  foresight  to  acquire  land  while  it  may  be  available  aind  should  be  less 
expensive  at  this  time.     I  also  believe  that  additional  land  should  be  purchased  to 
enlarge  the  play  area  at  the  Number  9  School. 

Another  recommendation  is  to  add  Art  to  the  curriculum  at  the  Woodbury  High 
School.  There  are  students  who  should  have  the  opportunity  to  develop  their  talents 
in  this  area. 

I  recommend  that  we  continue  to  take  advantage  of  the  funds  available  under 
the  National  Defense  Education  Act  in  the  fields  of  science,  math  and  foreign  lan- 
guages in  order  to  continue  to  enrich  our  present  programs.     The  Federal  Govern- 
ment will  pay  one -half  of  the  cost  for  approved  projects  in  these  fields. 

My  last  recommendation  pertains  to  the  field  of  adult  education.     The  re- 
sponsibility of  providing  for  continuing  adult  and  community  education  can  be 
assumed  by  public  agencies  since  society  depends  upon  the  maximum  contribution 
of  each  citizen  to  maintain  and  extend  our  free  system  of  government.     The  public 
schools  are  maintained  by  society,   are  convenient  to  all  adults  everywhere,  and 
are  the  agencies  best  equipped  to  provide  the  coordinating  administrative  frame- 
work,   some  of  the  physical  facilities,   and  much  of  the  specialized  personnel  to 
implement  adult  education  in  each  community,   including  the  programs  of  many 
voluntary  groups.     The  education  of  adults,   therefore,   is  an  integral  and  necessary 
service  of  the  public  school  system. 

Appreciations 

Appreciation  is  expressed  for  the  continued  support  of  all  local  organizations. 
Helping  at  the  individual  schools,   honoring  specific  groups,   presenting  scholarships, 
looking  after  the  health  of  the  children,   especially  those  in  need,   presenting  worth- 
while educational  tools  to  various  schools  and  many  similar  projects  are  undertaken 
each  year  by  these  groups  and  individuals  alike,   and  to  all  my  personal  thanks  and 
the  thanks  of  all  those  who  work  with  me. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board,   Principals,   teachers  and 
pupils  for  their  help  and  cooperation  in  making  the  work  of  our  schools  in  Salem 
pleasant  and  successful.

REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL,  OF  WOODBURY  JUNIOR -SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Grades  7-12 

Woodbury  High  School  and  the  Central  School  were  combined  this  September 
by  School  Board  action  and  placed  under  one  administration.    We  are  operating  as 
the  Woodbury  Jionior -Senior  High  School  and  the  Salem  Central  Elementary  School, 
grades  5  and  6.     We  have  been  extremely  crowded  as  our  total  enrollment  as  of 
October  1,   1961  was  1148.     The  high  school  enrollment  was  572;  grades  7  and  8, 
401;  and  grades  5  and  6,    175,  making  a  total  of  1148.    Every  room  and  teacher 
station  is  occupied  every  period  of  the  day  in  the  high  school.    Additional  class- 
rooms are  badly  needed.     This  will  necessitate  the  moving  out  of  the  5th  and  6th 
grades  for  September  1962.     The  high  school  enrollment  shows  a  gain  of  130  over 
this  year  on  the  same  date.  Their  required  the  employment  of  three  additional 
teachers. 

On  November  13,    1961  we  had  an  Evaluation  Workshop  which  is  the  fore- 
riinner  of  the  evaluation  of  Salem  schools.     This  evaluation  by  a  visiting  com- 
mittee from  the  New  England  Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges  is 
required  before  1965  in  order  for  the  high  school  to  remain  on  the  approved  list. 
We  expect  that  we  will  be  ready  for  evaluation  by  April  of  1963. 

Our  Auditorium  received  a  complete  renovation  during  the  summer  and 
fall,   from  floor  to  ceiling.     The  effect  has  been  a  pleasanter,   cheerier,  brighter 
Auditorium,   and  the  acoustics  which  were  very  poor  have  been  greatly  improved. 

We  added  over  one  hundred  additional  lockers  so  that  we  could  try  out  the 
new  system  eliminating  home  rooms.     This  was  necessitated  by  the  need  of 
additional  classrooms.     We  hope  to  go  back  to  the  home  room  system  in  1962  as 
it  is  more  advantageous. 

The  new  corridor  between  the  Chemistry  laboratory  and  the  southeast  wing 
will  eliminate  the  traffic  bottleneck  at  the  top  of  the  west  stairway.    This  was 
accomplished  by  redesigning  the  biology  lab  so  that  the  laboratory  tables  are  now 
arranged  north  and  south  instead  of  east  and  west. 

The  rotating  schedule  was  abandoned  so  that  we  could  better  meet  the 
minimum  standards  required  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.     Every  teacher  now 
teaches  twenty-five  periods  per  week. 

Our  athletic  fields  have  been  graded,   loamed  and  seeded,  making  it  possible 
for  the  girls  field  hockey  teams  to  practice  at  the  same  time  as  the  football  teams 

The  National  Honor  Society  continues  to  edit  and  provide  a  handbook  for  all 
Woodbury  students . 

One  innovation  this  year  has  been  the  awarding  of  a  scholastic  letter  "W" 
to  anyone  who  has  attained  the  high  honor  roll  for  four  consecutive  quarters. 

Our  greatest  need  is  an  Art  teacher  to  fulfill  our  minimum  requirements 
for  state  approval  as  a  comprehensive  high  school.     I  recommend  that  room  203 
in  the  high  school  be  converted  into  an  art  room  and  equipment  be  purchased 
for  art. 

We  will  need  three  additional  classrooms  in  the  high  school  and  one  addi- 
tional classroom  in  the  junior  high.     Three  additional  teachers  will  be  needed  in 
addition  to  an  Art  teacher,   and  one  more  7th  grade  teacher. 
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An  additional  Guidance  counselor  is  needed  as  6  grades  with  an  enrollment  of 
1000  is  too  much  for  one  person,  and  at  present  three  other  members  of  the  faculty 
help  with  this  work. 

Eight  metal  gates  are  needed  to  close  off  the  rest  of  the  building  when  the 
Auditorium  is  in  use  in  the  evening. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  Mr.  James  Sayer,  Jr.,   rep- 
resenting the  Lancaster  Fund,   the  School  Board  and  the  Band  itself,   a  brand  new  set 
of  50  uniforms  were  purchased  for  the  Band.    We  are  probably  the  best  outfitted 
band  in  the  state  as  of  now.     The  Band  has  received  commendations  throughout  the 
state  for  its  participation  in  local  and  state  events.     They  consider  it  an  honor  and 
privilege  to  take  part  in  civic  events  in  the  town  of  Salem. 

Of  the  80  graduates  of  the  Class  of  1961  22  are  furthering  their  education; 
only  10  applied  for  admission  to  post-secondary  schools  and  colleges;  2  at  secre- 
tarial school,   5  at  technical  schools,   1  junior  college,   1  art  school,   and  3  at  hair- 
dressing  school.     High  school  appeared  to  be  the  terminal  education  for  most 
members  of  the  Class  of  1961. 

All  non-college  seniors  were  administered  a  battery  of  tests  by  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  Department  of  Employment  Security  as  in  the  past  number  of  years. 

Woodbury  High  School  students  continue  to  score  above  the  national  average 
in  the  National  Educational  Development  tests.    Three  of  our  seniors  were  singled 
out  as  scoring  in  the  first  15,  000  in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Qualifying  test 
out  of  770,000  seniors  in  the  nation  competing.     Michael  Cushing  scored  in  the 
first  10.000  and  became  a  semi -finalist.     Evelyn  Carr  and  Brian  Mitchell  received 
letters  of  Commendation. 

The  Principal  was  honored  by  being  selected  as  one  of  a  group  of  principals 
invited  to  evaluate  the  new  Air  Force  Academy  in  Denver,  Colorado. 

Woodbury's  teaching  staff  have  again  been  recognized  by  the  National 
Defense  Act  grants  for  fellowship  study  in  Science,  Mathematics  and  Guidance. 

Woodbury  High  School  is  a  comprehensive  high  school  and  is  approved  by 
the  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education  and  accredited  by  the  National 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.
